What is your coaching philosophy?

What do you look for in a recruit? 

“Georgia has a tradition of tough academics that 
will ensure a quality education and a meaningful 
degree. Because we place such an emphasis on being 
accountable and responsible, the program attracts 
student-athletes who have already been successful in 
the classroom. However, what is most important to me 
is how much potential a student-athlete has and how 
willing they are in growing that potential to the very highest 
level of achievement. Overall, we are looking for good 
citizens with exceptional potential. We want our athletes 
to respect themselves, the individuals in our program and 
the people of their community.” 


How do you feel about last year’s success? 

“There is ttemendous meaning in what we accom- 
plished last season and it is significant in a number of 
ways.

Could you comment on the 2008 Schedule?

We will always try to schedule 
competitive non-conference matches to prepare for the 
challenging SEC league play, and we believe that mis- 
sion was accomplished with the 2008 scheduling. The 
conference is growing more competitive every year as 
evidenced by the number of teams represented in the 
postseason. We were the sixth team in a conference 
that sent five to the NCAA's last season and that does 
not go unrecognized with the group we have coming 
back. Although our focus will continue to be the steady 
improvement of a nationally competitive program, our 
single goal for 2008 is to accomplish a postseason bid 
in the NCAA Tournament.” 


How does it feel to have the first-ever nationally 
ranked recruiting class in Georgia’s program 
history? 

“We are blessed to have such a talented group of 
freshmen joining our program and extremely pleased to 
see the national attention these athletes received when 
Georgia was recognized with one of the top recruiting 
classes in the nation. Although Kathleen and Ann were 
named to the PrepVolleyball.com Fab 50 list we feel all 
six have a real shot of impacting the near future of our 
program with their individual talents.”

Head coach Joel McCartney and the Georgia Bulldogs enter the 
2008 season with ultimate team goal of reaching the NCAA postseason 
tournament. McCartney, in his second year at the helm of the Georgia 
program, guided the Bulldogs to the biggest turn around in school history 
during his first season in 2007. 

The 2007 Bulldogs posted a 17-13 overall record following just a 
six-win campaign in the previous season, a turnaround of 11 more wins. 

Georgia wasted no time in turning to those winning ways in 2007 by 

starting the season 8-0, tying the 1993 squad for the third-best start in 

school history. What was even more impressive with the 8-0 start was that 

all eight victories were shutouts, which tied a school record for consecutive shutouts. The Bulldogs also tied a school 
record for consecutive games won at 25 by taking the first game against Georgia Tech on Sept. 7, 2007. Georgia closed 
its non-conference schedule with a record of 9-1 including a tournament title at the Georgia Southern Invitational. The 
9-1 mark was the best record for a UGA team heading into conference play since the 1992 team went 12-1 before its 
first Southeastern Conference contest. The 2007 Bulldogs then posted eight conference victories, the most league wins 
for the program since 2004. Georgia's 17 total wins and eight SEC wins surpassed the combined total number of overall 
and conference wins from both the 2005 and 2006 seasons. 

McCartney's instilled winning ways continued to develop during the spring of 2008 as the Bulldogs earned the inau- 
gural SEC Coaches’ Beach Volleyball Championship. Additionally, McCartney landed the nation's 30th-ranked recruiting 
class for the 2008 season according to PrepVolleyball.com, which marked the first-ever ranking in school history for a 
Georgia volleyball recruiting class. 

The fifth head coach at Georgia since the program's inception in 1978, McCartney arrived in Athens with a ca- 
reer 282 wins in just 382 matches coached, making him one of the nation's winningest active collegiate coaches. After 
becoming the first Georgia coach to open his Bulldog career on a winning streak and finishing with 17 overall wins, 
McCartney's career record now stands at 299-113 (.726). Georgia's first win in 2008 will mark a career milestone for Mc- 
Cartney in that it will be his 300th head coaching victory.

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sity. He served in that role before accepting the first assistant coaching 
position at Indiana State University from 1993-95. McCartney then took 
over the head coaching position of the Nebraska Tornados, a National 
Volleyball Association Professional League team, from 1996-98. His 
1998 team captured the NVA national championship. 

During his stint as the Nebraska Tornados head coach, McCartney 
served as the head coach at Bellevue University (1996-2000). He led 
the NAIA program to a 115-51 overall record, recruited and coached 
several academic and athletic All-Americans and brought the program to 
national prominence. McCartney, in just four short seasons, became the 
winningest coach in Bellevue University history. 

McCartney left Bellevue University to return to an assistant position 
at the Division | level. He accepted a role at the University of Oklahoma 
as the first-assistant coach. His responsibility under the mentorship of 
his former college teammate, Kalani Mahi, was assisting in the on-court 
training and recruitment of student-athletes. 

McCartney also played on the collegiate and professional levels. 
He was both an Academic and Collegiate Club All-American while play- 
ing for Graceland College from 1983-87. He went on to play for the 
USAV Open National Champions, Nike Molten, in 1988 before compet- 
ing professionally from 1989-91 in Umea, Sweden for Team IKSU. 

A 1983 graduate of Nebraska's Papillion High School, McCartney 
completed his undergraduate degree in Business Administration with an 
emphasis in Economics and Finance from Graceland College in 1987. 
He then earned a master’s degree in sports administration from Eastern 
Kentucky University in 1992. He is married to the former Andrea Viviano 
from Kansas City and has a daughter Kate (born June 10, 2004) and 
son James (born May 18, 2006). 

Since starting his head coaching journey in Nebraska at Bellevue 
University, McCartney has built a resume that any collegiate coach 
would envy. A .726 winning percentage, 299 career wins and six NCAA 
Tournament appearances. McCartney currently stands at the No. 22 
spot for his winning percentage compared to the other active NCAA 
Division | women’s volleyball coaches. 

McCartney's sixth and final season at Winthrop in 2006 was argu- 
ably his most successful. Using the leadership of only three seniors, the 
Eagles exploded for 34 wins and just three losses. In addition to captur- 
ing their fifth Big South Conference championship, McCartney also led 
his team to the NCAA Division | Tournament, where the Eagles faced 
the University of Norther lowa in the first round. Despite his 
team falling to the Panthers 3-1, McCartney developed Win- 
throp, which has an enrollment of less than 7,000, into one of 
the nation's toughest competitors.

He has been chair of the Southeastem Conference and is a member of the Knight Commission on 
Intercollegiate Athletics. A college athlete himself —he lettered in track at Lipscomb University — he values 
athletics as an important part ofthe colege experience for athletes and non-athletes alike. 

Dr. Adams recently completed a tem as chairman ofthe National Associaton of State Universies and 
Land-Grant Colleges. He i the only person to have served as chair ofthe American Counc on Education, 
the National Association of Independent Colleges and Universes and NASULGC. He has been chair of 
the Commission on Colleges ofthe Southem Association of Coleges and Schoo's, the accrediting body fo: 
higher education in the southem United States, and in 2005 received the James T. Rogers Distinguished 
‘Leadership Award, the highest honor given by the agency. 

‘strategic plan, completed in 2001 at his direction, identified three themes for UGA's growth in the fst 
decade of the 21st century: Building the New Leaming Environment, Maximizing Research Opportunities 
‘and Competing in a Giobal Economy. Under Dr. Adams’ leadership, student quality has risen steadily and 
the University of Georgia has been recognized as one of the nation’s very best pubic research universes 
for eight consecutive years by U.S. News & World Report. Extemal funding for research, public service and 
instruction totals more than $200 milion annually. Private giving tothe university is atts highest level ever 
UGA completed the Archway to Excellence campaign on June 30, 2008 with more than $630 milion, well 
above the $500 milion goal 

‘The total value of construction initiated during his tenure approaches $1 bili, fnanced through the 
innovative use of stat, federal, internal and private funds, and includes the Student Leeming Center, new 
residence halls and a dining commons on East Campus; the Complex Carbohydrate Research Center, the 
Paul Coverdell Center for Biomedical and Health Sciences; the Animal Health Research Center; the new 
Lamar Dodd Schoo! of Art and an expansion of Sanford Stadium and the Women's Athletic Complex. Moore 
Colege, Candler Hal, Phi Kappa Halland Myers Hall have been renovated and Old Coleg, the University’s 
first building, has been renovated as the home of the Franklin College of Arts and Sciences. 

He hholds a bachelor’s degree in speech and history from David Lipscomb College. He eared 
‘master’ in political communications and a doctorate in paltcal communications, with a cognate emphasis 
in educational administration, from The Ohio State University At OSU, he was named a Univesity Felow, 
the highest academic recognition given by the graduate school. He holds an academic appointment as a 
professor of speech communication at UGA. 

Dr. Adams was bom in Montgomery, Alabama and attended public schools in Georgia from frst grade 
through ninth, graduating from high schoo! in Chattanooga in 1968. He began his professional career on 
the communication faculty at Ohio State, later serving 3s vice president for universay aftars at Pepperdine 
University. He was president of Centre College in Danville, Kentucky for nine years before coming to Geor- 
Gia. He aso served as chief of staf for Senator Howard Baker and as an aide to Governor Lamar Alexander 
of Tennessee.

Year after year, the Southeastern Conference shows why it is con- 
sidered to be one of the premier volleyball conferences in the nation. 

In the last two decades, the SEC has made stellar contributions 
in volleyball. The conference has sent at least two SEC teams to the 
NCAA Tournament in every season the last 18 years. The SEC hada 
team reach the Final Four seven of the last 10 seasons in the ‘90s with 
the league having a team advance to the regional final nine of those 
10 seasons. Since 2000, the SEC has had a team reach the Final Four 
three times and regional final four times. 

In 2007, Florida captured its 17th ever SEC Championship and 
made its 18th NCAA Tournament appearance and advanced to the 
regional semi-finals. In all, five teams from the SEC made the NCAA 
Tournament, including Alabama, Florida, Kentucky, LSU and Ole Miss. 

Since the inaugural SEC volleyball championship in 1979-80, many changes have occurred in the conference 
with volleyball. The addition of Arkansas and South Carolina to the league in 1991 brought the divisional format to the 
sport with five teams competing in the Eastern Division and six teams in the Western Division. 

Along with the popularity growth throughout the country, women's volleyball has also grown in the SEC. A 
benchmark in that growth came in 1995 when SEC volleyball was first broadcasted on SEC-TV (Fox Sports Net South, 
Fox Sports Net Southwest and Sunshine Network) on a tape-delay basis. For the past nine seasons the coverage of live 
telecasts has grown, especially in the last six years. SEC volleyball will continue to enjoy the live coverage on SEC-TV 
to almost 22 million subscribers in the conference's nine-state region.

A 
final Georgia team consisting of a trio of Bulldogs, Simone May, Sam 
Lum and Anjelica Partridge, posted a 3-1 mark in the Moore pool. 


The five Georgia teams combined to post an overall record of 17-2-1 
in pool play, thus earning the Bulldogs more points (25) than any 
other participating institution to win the Commissioner's Cup.

libero. In that role, she provided Georgia with a team-best 390 digs. 


Under the guidance of first-year Georgia head coach Joe! McCart- 
ney, the Georgia volleyball program underwent a season of change in 
2007 posting its first winning season in three years with a 17-13 overall 
record. 

Following just a six-win season in the previous season, the 2007 
Bulldogs wasted no time in tuming to winning ways by starting the sea- 
son 8-0, tying the 1993 Georgia squad for the third-best start in school 
history. What was even more impressive with the 8-0 start was that all 
eight victories were shutouts, which tied a school record for consecutive 
shutouts. The Bulldogs also tied a school record for consecutive games 
won at 25 by taking the first game against Georgia Tech on Sept. 7. 

Georgia closed its non-conference schedule with a record of 9-1 
including a tournament title at the Georgia Souther invitational. The 9-1 
record was the best record for a UGA team heading into conference play 
since the 1992 squad went 12-1 before its first Southeastern Conference 
contest. 

The Bulldogs then posted eight conference victories, the most 
league wins since 2004. Georgia's 17 total wins and eight SEC wins 
arguably signified the biggest change for the volleyball program as both 
totals surpassed the combined total number of overall and conference 
wins from the 2005 and 2006 seasons. The 2005 team managed 10 wins 
including five SEC victories, while the 2006 team won just six matches 
and two league contests. 

One of the key performers for the Bulldogs in 2007 was junior 
outside hitter Maria Taylor, who led the SEC with 4.65 kills per game and 
was named to the All-SEC Second-Team. Against Arkansas on Oct. 5, 
Taylor posted 29 kills, 11 digs and 10 blocks to record Georgia's first tri- 
ple-double since 2003 and just the school’s second in the last 10 years. 
She also had a team-best 10 double-double matches and eclipsed the 
30-kills mark twice with a career-high 33 at Georgia Tech on Sept. 7 and 
31 vs. Tennessee on Sept. 23. 

Taylor finished the season with 498 kills bringing her career total 
to 1,320. She will enter next season needing 316 kills to break onto 
Georgia's top-five all-time kills leaders list 

Helping pace Taylor and the rest of the Georgia offense in 2007 
‘was junior transfer setter Mara Martin. Martin joined the Bulldogs from 
the University of Michigan, where she recorded 1,282 assists for the 
‘Wolverines. In 2007, she posted 1,186 assists for the Bulldogs including 


Another change in 2007 came when senior Renee Johnson switched positions just prior to the start of the season moving from outside hitter to 


Johnson was one of four seniors who saw their Bulldog careers come to a close. Defensive specialist Brooke Burlingame, outside hitter Alexis 
Morgan and setter Chelsea Young joined Johnson in turning the program over to a stellar class of true freshmen in 2007. 

The freshmen group was led by outside hitter Erika Clark, who was named to the SEC’s All-Freshman Team after finishing second on the team 
with 300 kills. Clark was named an SEC Freshman of the Week after helping the Bulldogs to the Georgia Souther invitational ttle. 

Fellow freshman middle hitter/outside hitter Britta Buethe also eamed SEC Freshman of the Week honors in 2007 after she totaled a career-high 


14 kills against both Wofford and then sixth-ranked Florida. 


The Bulldogs also had a pair of middle hitters who proved valuable in 2007. Lindsay Gehan led the team in blocks with 144, the 10th-most in 
a single season in UGA history. Valentina Gonzalez took over a middle blocker position from junior Brooke Peugh midway through the season after 


Peugh's season was cut short due to a shoulder injury. 
Peugh was leading the Bulldogs and was among the SEC's 
leaders with a hitting percentage of .365 at the time of her 
injury. Nonetheless, Gonzalez filled in by becoming the third- 
leading blocker on the team by the end of the season with 77 
trailing on Gehan and Taylor, who was second on the team 
with 125 blocks. 

The fifth freshman in the 2007 class, Kelsey Burkett, 
provided Georgia with 26 digs as a defensive specialist. 

Adding to Georgia's 2007 accolades was junior Anjelica 
Partridge's selection to the SEC Community Service Team. 
Partridge found time among her academic and athletic 
schedules in 2007 to be involved throughout the Athens com- 
munity at various schools, St. Mary's Hospital and the East 
Athens Community Center as welll as serving as a member of 
the Student-Athlete Advisory Committee 

Coach McCartney came to Georgia with a career head 
coaching record of 282-100 (.744), which ranked 15th among 
active NCAA Division | head coaches at the start of the year. 
He became the first Georgia head coach to open his Bulldog 
career on a winning streak. Then, by finishing the season 
with 17 overall wins, McCartney tied Sid Feldman, Georgia's 
first-ever head coach, for the second-most wins by a coach 
in hisher first year at the helm. The Bulldogs’ eight SEC wins

The success of Georgia volleyball depends not only on in-season, on-field 
performance, but also on the year-round development of strength and 
conditioning skills. With top-flight personnel as well as unbeatable facilities, 
Georgia has the ability to give one-on-one attention to players and help them 
reach their potential as athletes and volleyball players. 

Strength training, supervised by Mike Schweigert (pictured left), is a 
combination of weight training and sport-specific exercises. In August of 
2007, Georgia opened the Coliseum Training Facility (pictured below) adja- 
cent to Stegeman Coliseum.

SPORTS MEDICINE 


The goal of the sports medicine team is two-fold: the prevention and care of injuries. Benjamin Frank- 
lin once said, “an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.” This concept is just as important today in 
sports medicine as it was over 200 years ago. Prevention of injuries is accomplished through pre-participa- 
tion physical exams, preventative maintenance, rehab programs, taping, bracing and padding, and education. 

When injuries do occur, the role of the sports medicine team is to promptly evaluate, diagnose and 
provide proper care for those injuries. The goal in the event of an injury is to return the athlete to his or her 
previous performance level as quickly, 
and as safely, as possible. But when an 
athlete is injured, his or her best inter- 
ests are the primary focus of the sports 
medicine team.

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In the last 100 years of inter- 
collegiate athletics, Georgia's 
Uga has established himself as 
the nation’s most well-known 
mascot. 

Owned by the Frank W. “Son- 
ny” Seiler family of Savannah, 
Georgia, since Uga I first graced 
the campus in 1956, each of 
the Uga mascots is awarded a 
varsity letter in the form of a 
plaque, identical to those pre- 
sented to all Georgia athletes. 

As determined and published 
by the Pittsburgh Press, Georgia is the only 
major college that actually buries its mascots 
within the confines of the stadium.

Following his reign 
from 1981-89, Uga IV 
lwas declared “Dog of the 
Decade” by Vince Dooley

Bulldogs 


Many oldtimers say 
Georgia acquired the 
nickname, “Bulldogs,” 
because of the strong 
ties with Yale. Georgia's 
first president, Abraham 
Baldwin, was a Yale man 
and the early buildings 
on campus were designed 
from blueprints of the 
same building at Yale. But 
on Nov. 3, 1920, Morgan 
Blake of the Atlanta Jour- 
nal wrote about school 
nicknames and said, “The 
Georgia Bulldogs would 
sound good because there is a certain dignity about a 
bulldog, as well as ferocity.” After a 0-0 tie with Virginia 
in Charlottesville on Noy. 6, 1920, Atlanta Constitution 
writer Cliff Wheatley used the name “Bulldogs” in his 
story five times. The name has been used ever since. 


JOCH SCHODIs 


Silver Britches 
Silver Britches were an 
innovation of Coach Wally 
Butts, who took over as 
head coach in 1939. The 
handsome pants, compli- 
mented by a bright red 
jersey, made for a strik- 
ing uniform. Through the 
years, referred to the 
Bulldogs’ silver britches in 
their chants and on ban- 
ners, but the phrase really caught on in the early 1950s 
ith a cheer, banners and colorful vests that proclaimed 
“Go You Silver Britches.” Coach Vince Dooley redesigned 
the uniform when he came in 1964 and used white pants; 
however, he re-instituted the silver britches in 1980 just 
prior to Georgia's national championship season. 


How ’Bout Them Dogs! 

This is a slogan of recent vintage, but one that has 
become a battle cry of Bulldog fans probably because 

of its obvious 
grammatical slur. 
It first surfaced 
during the 1970s, 
especially during 
the 1978 season 
when the Bulldogs 
posted several 
come-from-behind 
victories. It gained 
national atten- 
tion and exposure 
when Georgia won the national championship in 1980. A 
major wire-service used the phrase in its story of Geor- 
gia's victory over Notre Dame. 


The Chapel Bell 

The ringing of the chapel bell after a Georgia victory is a 
tradition that continues even 
though freshmen are no longer 
ordered to do the chore. In the 
1890s, the playing field was 
located only yards from the 
Chapel and first-year students 
were compelled to ring the bell 
until midnight in celebration of a 
Bulldog victory. Today, students, 
alumni, and townspeople still 
tush to the Chapel to ring the bell after a gridiron victory. 


The Arch 


The historic Arch which sits on 
the edge of North campus was 
installed in 1864. For years, 
freshmen were forbidden to 
walk under the Arch. Violators 
risked punishment from upper- 
classmen. Once rigidly enforced, 
the tradition of hazing of fresh- 
men became passe’. However, 
many freshmen, learning of the 
tradition during orientation or 
| from other sources, still choose 
to honor the century-old tradi- 


Clays Glory 

Among the University’s 
oldest and most lasting 
traditions is the school fight 
song, “Glory, Glory,” which 
is sung to the tune of “The 
Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic.” It was sung at games in 
the 1890s, but arranged in 
its present form by Georgia's 
immortal musician-composer Hugh Hodgson in 1915. 


Between The Hedges 
A reference to Sanford Stadium that dates back to the early 
1930s. The famous English privet hedges that surround San- 
ford Stadium’s playing field 
were only one foot high when 
the stadium was dedicated in 
4 1929 and were protected by a 
wooden fence. It was natural 
‘or a clever sports writer, re- 
erring to an upcoming home 
] game, to observe “that the 
Bulldogs will have their oppo- 
nent ‘between the hedges.” 
At least one old-timer says the phrase was first coined by 
legendary Atlanta sportswriter Grantland Rice.
